1. This is a public auction and mail-bid sale 
held by Heritage Numismatic Auctions, 
Inc., a licensed and bonded auctioneer 
(the “Auctioneer”). 

2. Although the Auctioneer may not with¬ 
draw any lot after a call for bids has been 
made with respect to that lot, the con¬ 
signor of the property may participate in 
the auction by bid, and may purchase his 
lot from the auction sale for his own 
account. Notice of the consignor’s liberty 
to bid is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial 
Code. A consignor is required to place his 
bids on his property no later than 48 
hours prior to the commencement of the 
auction sale. If the consignor is the suc¬ 
cessful bidder on his lot(s), and has failed 
to place his bids on those lots more than 
48 hours prior to the auction sale, then 
the consignor is required to pay both the 
appropriate seller's fee and buyer’s fee. 

3. The highest bidder acknowledged by the 
Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the 
Auctioneer may at his sole discretion 
immediately put the lot up for sale again. 
The Auctioneer’s decision shall be final 
and binding upon all bidders. 

4. A buyer’s premium equal to 10% of the 
successful bid price will be added to each 
invoice (buyer’s fee), unless the purchase 
is made by a consignor’s bid on the con¬ 
signor’s property, in which case a different 
fee is charged. This fee may be different 
than the buyer’s fee. The buyer’s fee/or 
the fee are payable by the buyer as part of 
the total purchase price. 

5. All bids are to be per lot as numbered in 
this catalog, and no lots will be broken. 
The Auctioneer reserves the right to group 
two or more lots together and to with¬ 
draw, prior to a call for bids, any lot or lots 
from the sale. Bids will be accepted in 
whole dollar amounts only. 

6. All sales are strictly for cash in United 
States dollars (no credit cards accepted) 
and are due and payable immediately 
upon receipt of the auction invoice or 
notice, or if payment is to be made at the 
auction sale, simultaneously with receipt 
of the coins.

The auc¬ 
tioneer reserves the right to void a sale if 
payment in full of the invoice or notice is 
not properly mailed or sent as above, or is 
not received by the Auctioneer within 13 
days after the date of the sale. Successful 
floor bidders must pay for lots by one 
o’clock pm of the day following the sale. 
Lots delivered in the States of Texas, 


California, and Florida are subject to all 
applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with us. 
Shipping, handling, and insurance charges 
will be added to invoices for lots delivered 
by mail. The minimum charge is $10.00 
plus $0.25 per coin. 

Successful overseas bidders shall provide 
written shipping instructions to the 
Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered 
outside of the United States, including 
specified customs declarations. Any risk 
of loss during shipment will be borne by 
the buyer following Auctioneer’s delivery 
to the designated common carrier. All 
shipping charges will be borne by the suc¬ 
cessful bidder. 

7. We will mail an invoice to all successful 
mail/FAX/phone bidders. If the auction 
invoice(s) or notice of successful bids 
submitted by the Auctioneer is not paid in 
full when due, the unpaid balance will 
bear interest at the highest rate permitted 
by law until paid from the date of the auc¬ 
tion, and if the Auctioneer refers the 
invoice(s) to an attorney for collection, 
the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, 
court costs, and other collection costs 
incurred by the Auctioneer. If bidder’s 
check is dishonored, or bidder fails to 
timely make payment when due, in addi¬ 
tion to the interest on the account, bidder 
shall be charged the maximum statutory 
processing fees and late charges set by 
applicable state law. 

8. The courts of Dallas County, Texas, shall 
have exclusive jurisdiction and venue over 
any suit initiated by the Auctioneer to col¬ 
lect delinquent invoice(s) or any matter 
relating to the purchase, and all bidders 
consent to in personam jurisdiction of the 
State ofTexas. 

9. Bidders who do not have established cred¬ 
it with the Auctioneer must furnish satis¬ 
factory credit and two numismatic refer¬ 
ences well in advance of the sale date, or 
send a deposit of 25% of their bids which 
is applicable to purchases. Any portion of 
such deposit not used will be promptly 
refunded after the sale. 

10. All bidders who have mailing addresses 
outside the United States of America, the 
Territories of the USA, Canada or Mexico, 
or have addresses through the U.S. 
Military, must deposit with the Auctioneer 
25% of the total amount bid in United 
States dollars. Any portion of such deposit 
not used will be promptly refunded after 
the sale.

12. The Auctioneer reserves the right to 
refuse to honor any bid or to limi t the 
amount of any bid which, in his opinion, is 
not submitted in “Good Faith,” or as the 
case dictates, is not supported by satisfac¬ 
tory credit references, as the Auctioneer in 
its sole discretion shall determine. A bid is 
not considered made in “Good Faith” 
when it is made by an insolvent or irre¬ 
sponsible person or a person under the 
age of eighteen, as the Auctioneer, in its 
sole discretion, shall determine. In the 
event a successful bidder fails to pay all 
amounts due, the Auctioneer reserves the 
right to resell the merchandise and the 
buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable 
cost of such a sale, including a 10% seller’s 
commission, and also to pay any differ¬ 
ence between the resale price and the 
price of his previously successful bid. 

13. The Auctioneer shall have a lien against 
the merchandise purchased by the buyer, 
and any other property of the buyer then 
held by the Auctioneer, to secure payment 
of the auction invoice(s) and any other 
amounts due the Auctioneer from the 
buyer, with respect to which the 
Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a 
secured creditor under Article 9 of the 
Texas Uniform Commercial Code.

14. The Auctioneer shall have the right to off¬ 
set the unpaid amount of any auction 
invoice(s) against any amount then due to 
the buyer by the Auctioneer or affiliates of 
the Auctioneer. 

15. No buy or unlimited bids will be accept¬ 
ed. Mail bidders will be awarded lots at a 
5-10% advance over the second highest 
bid. No additional commission (except for 
the buyer’s premium) is charged for exe¬ 
cuting mail, phone, or FAX bids. 

16. The Auctioneer cannot be responsible for 
your errors in bidding, so check your bids 
carefully. When identical mail or FAX bids 
are submitted, preference is given to the 
first received.

lized by the Auctioneer will meet the stan¬ 
dards of ANACS, NGC, PCGS, or any other 
grading service at any time in the future. 
Due to changing grading standards over 
time and to possible mishandling of coins 
by subsequent owners, the Auctioneer 
reserves the right to grade coins different¬ 
ly than shown on certificates from any 
grading service that accompany the coins. 
For the same reason as stated above, the 
Auctioneer reserves the right to grade 
coins differently than the grades shown in 
the catalog should such coins be recon¬ 
signed to any future auction. 

Although consensus grading is employed 
by grading services, it should be noted as 
aforesaid that grading is not an exact sci¬ 
ence. In fact, it is entirely possible that if a 
coin was broken out of a plastic holder 
and was resubmitted to another grading 
service or even the same service, the coin 
could come back a different grade.

Mail Bidding At Auction 


Mail bidding at auction is both fun and easy and 
only requires a few simple steps.

WHEN BIDDING BY MAIL, YOU FREQUENTLY

Here is how a mail bid is recorded by our auctioneer: 

Bids are recorded as they are received. Preference 
is given to the first bid received in case of a tie. 

An example of this procedure is set forth under 
these conditions: 


On lot 25, you submit a bid of $1,000, and the 
second highest mail bid is at $500. In this case, bid¬ 
ding on the floor starts at $550, and is bid by our 
company on your behalf. If other bids come from 
the floor, we bid for you in 5-10% increments, as set 
by the auctioneer, until we reach your maximum 
bid of $1,000. If bidding has passed or equaled your 
maximum, we take no other action, and the bidding 
continues on the floor until the final bidder has 
been recognized by the auctioneer. 

On the floor of the auction, bidding is opened at 
5 to 10% above the second highest mail bid.

A surprisingly scarce Philadelphia issue in gem 
condition, this fully brilliant example will please even the most crit¬ 
ical Buffalo nickel aficionado. Essentially mark free with eye appeal 
to spare. 

120 1918/7-D Good 4 ANACS. Evenly and well worn, but, surprisingly, 
the underdigit is still visible, even to the unaided eye. For the bud- 
get-minded Buffalo collector, here’s an affordable example of this 
scarce overdate. 

121 1918/7-D AU 55 PCGS. Created by the hurried conditions of 1917- 
18, and the unprecedented demand for minor coinage at that time. 
After being annealed, a single working die dated 1917 was 
impressed by a hub dated 1918. All overdate nickels share a com¬ 
mon die crack on the obverse. This diagnostic is located just above 
the knot in the braid of the Indian’s hair and extends a very short dis¬ 
tance onto the upper jawline. The surfaces of this piece show some 
rub on the highpoints. A typical, slightly mushy impression overall, 
there are no distracting abrasions on either side, and the piece has a 
streaky, golden-orange caste that does not disturb the appearance of 
the coin. 

122 1920 MS 63 PCGS. Exceptionally lustrous with little of the softness 
expected from high production nickel coinage. Conservatively grad¬ 
ed. 

123 1921-S VF 30 ANACS. Medium steel-gray surfaces with the sharp¬ 
ness that collectors look for in a ‘21-S Buffalo nickel. 

124 1923 MS 66 PCGS. An essentially perfect example of this date, with 
shimmering luster, bold details and superb eye appeal. Lightly toned 
in a golden-green color. Far nicer than the usual 1923 nickel. 

125 1925-D MS 61 PCGS. As weak a strike as you may ever find in a 
holder. This date is notorious for weak strikes. Technically, the coin 
is nicer than the grade would indicate, but the strike is just too soft 
to justify a higher grade.

The “nickel” type, fully brilliant and 
virtually flawless as the grade would indicate. 

1942-PType Two PR 67 PCGS. The “silver” type and equally attrac¬ 
tive, with just a few speckles of toning at Jefferson’s shoulder. 

1942-PType Two PR 67 PCGS. A fully brilliant and glowing exam¬ 
ple of this popular silver type piece.

1831 MS 63 ANACS. Medium, multicolored mottled toning covers 
both sides so well that the few abrasions which are present are well 
concealed by the color. 

1832 AU 50 PCGS. An attractive, evenly worn piece with gray sur¬ 
faces accented by traces of original luster around the devices. 

1832 MS 64 PCGS. Smooth, satiny luster and toned an even, medi¬ 
um gray overall with a bit of peripheral golden color. Well struck and 
problem-free. 

1835 MS 60 PCGS. Mottled russet toning with magenta accents 
cover this lower end mint state piece.

A fully original coin. 

1858-0 MS 65 NGC. This scarce O-mint issue is well struck with 
full, original white brilliance. Only 1.6 million pieces were coined. 
Population: 9 in 65, 2 higher. 
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145 1862 MS 64 PCGS. Medium gray toning with iridescent green and 
brown highlights cover both sides of this near gem. If there are any 
surface marks, they are very well hidden by the toning. The strike is 
above average, which inclines us to think that this coin is not yet in 
its final holder. 

146 1862 MS 65 NGC. A brilliant and fully struck example of this rela¬ 
tively common date Legend Obverse half dime. Only one small dark 
spot is noted, that being near the left obverse rim. Die clashing is 
most apparent on the reverse. 

147 1863 MS 64 PCGS. A scarcer Civil War issue with full luster and a 
light-gray patina. Superior for the grade. 

148 1866 MS 62 NGC. Medium-gray toning with magenta speckles at 
the peripheries is displayed on this scarce “Reconstruction” issue. 

149 1871 MS 65 PCGS. A superior type coin with milky-white surfaces 
that have thick, frosted mint luster and are virtually perfect, with no 
abrasions visible to the unaided eye. Population: 17 in 65, 6 higher. 

150 1871-S MS 61 PCGS. Muted satin luster with toning in various 
shades of gray.

151 1863 PR 64 PCGS. Frosty devices and deep mirrors peek from under 
a light-gray patina on this near-gem proof.

158 1878 MS 64 PCGS. Fully brilliant and frosty, with no contact marks 
worth mentioning, this lovely piece is very near full gem status. 

159 1882 MS 65 NGC. A flashy, lustrous gem whose fiery surfaces are 
not at all impeded by the magenta and steel-gray toning.

1891-0 MS 63 PCGS. Scarcer final year issue and a desirable O- 
mint of the Legend Obverse type. Quite lustrous and lightly toned at 
the obverse border. Struck from heavily clashed dies. 

1891-S MS 64 PCGS. White and satiny, with just a few minor field 
marks precluding a 65 grade. Final year of issue and superior for the 
grade. 

1891-S MS 64 PCGS. Another frosty white example in near gem 
condition that is superior for the grade and highly desirable.

1856 PR 64 PCGS. As of this writing, PCGS has certified a total of 
only 16 examples of this rare, elusive proof Seated dime.

180 1903 PR 66 NGC. Mirror surfaces of remarkable depth, covered 
with soft violet toning. Population: 17 in PR 66, 2 finer. 

181 1911 PR 65 NGC. Dark mirrors and a light orange-gold caste accen¬ 
tuate that natural cameo contrast of this attractive gem. 

182 1913 PR 66 NGC. Deeply mirrored, both sides are lightly cameoed, 
completely white, and untoned. Population: 10 in PR 66, 6 finer.

197 1936 PR 66 PCGS. An interesting toning scheme complements this 
popular first year proof issue.

A proof that spent a short time in circulation, 
picking up some light field abrasions and highpoint wear along the 
way.

Satiny luster with russet and blue peripheral ton¬ 
ing on either side. The reverse is well defined, a “plus” for this usu¬ 
ally weak issue. Population: 8 in 65, 3 finer. 

211 1858 MS 64 NGC. A heavily frosted and brilliant No Motto quarter 
that is sharply defined in most all areas, the only exception being on 
the eagle’s plumage. There is a partial wire rim encircling each side. 
There are a few field marks on both obverse and reverse but these 
detract little from the overall eye appeal. 

212 1869-S XF 45 PCGS. Judging from the diecrack encircling the 
obverse, this was probably one of last strikes from this obverse die. 
Light, even wear characterizes both sides. The color is light gray, 
with a little verdigris in some protected areas.

214 1875-S MS 63 PCGS. A much scarcer date in the series, and partic¬ 
ularly elusive as a mint state specimen. Very lightly toned in soft 
shades of gray and gold, the striking details are well defined and the 
surfaces show strong underlying mint luster. 

215 1875-S MS 64 NGC. Light golden toning floats above satiny fields. 
The obverse is mostly well struck, with die cracks apparent; the 
reverse in encircled with serious die cracks. A sub-million mintage 
issue that is quite scarce in choice and better mint state grades. 

216 1877-CC MS 62 PCGS. A semi-reflective, fully brilliant example of 
this desirable Carson City issue.

Thick, satiny luster with a number of con¬ 
tact marks showing on the obverse. The mintmark is placed far to the 
right on this variety. 

221 1893-0 MS 63 PCGS. Pale golden patina. 

222 1894 MS 62 ANACS. Boldly detailed with traces of golden toning 
about the borders. 

223 1894-0 AU 58 ANACS. Only the slightest rubbing shows on the 
highpoints with much remaining luster. A scarcer New Orleans 
issue. 

224 1894-S AU 58 ANACS. A near full-lustered specimen with light 
facial scuffiness and a moderate overlay of golden toning on each 
side. 

225 1895-0 MS 65 NGC. A scarcer New Orleans issue at the mint state 
level, fewer still survive in gem condition. The surfaces here are 
glossy and almost blemish-free. Both sides are white and untoned.

263 1806 AU 53 PCGS. Pointed 6, Stem Through Claw. 0-115, R.l. 
Characterized by a broadly repunched T in LIBERTY and two par¬ 
allel die cracks through the stars on the left. Well struck in most 
areas with some luster still underlying the rich gray-golden toning 
that covers both sides. 

264 1806 MS 62 NGC. Pointed 6, Stem Through Claw. 0-118, R.4. A 
very pleasing, mint state example of this popular early type half-dol¬ 
lar. Both sides are very well defined, save for a small area in the left- 
center of the reverse. Dark gray toning combines with rose-gold and 
gunmetal-blue highlights to give this piece a fully original appear¬ 
ance. A very difficult coin to find in this grade and seldom offered 
for sale. Population: 5 in 62, 10 finer. 

265 1807 Draped Bust XF 45 ANACS. 0-103, R.3. Well struck with 
slate-gray toning and slightly darker hues around the devices. Bright 
reverse fields. 

266 1807 Draped Bust AU 58 PCGS. 0-105, R.2. Just a bit weakly 
struck on the highpoints, but with significant portions of original 
mint luster attesting to the high grade status of this coin. Toned in 
mellow shades of golden-brown, crimson, and olive.

267 1808 AU 53 NGC. 0-107a, R.3. Uniformly and completely covered 

in a slate-gray and golden-red toning. This is a very clear example of 
this variety. 


268 1822 MS 65 PCGS. 0-113, R.3. The obverse is tinted a light gold¬ 
en-gray while the reverse is almost brilliant with light peripheral 
color. Extremely sharp throughout, a few minor contact marks on the 
cheek and in the reverse field are the only grade-limiting factors on 
this gem piece. Population: 4 in 65, 3 are finer. 

269 1826 MS 64 NGC. O- 106a, R.3. A remarkably preserved specimen, 
colorfully toned in rich golden-russet shades fading to gunmetal- 
blue at the borders. Both the strike and luster are first rate and even 
the normally seen stacking friction on Liberty’s cheek is nonexistent. 

270 1828 AU 55 NGC. 0-102, R.2. Good portions of mint luster remain 
on this deeply toned, steel-gray coin. Well struck overall. 

271 1829 MS 61 PCGS. 0-103, R.l. Moderately toned with strong 
underlying, satiny mint luster. A fully original example of this vari¬ 
ety. 

272 1834 AU 50 PCGS. 0-116, R.l. Deep, mottled gray-golden toning 
covers both sides with some underlying brightness remaining. 

CERTIFIED REEDED EDGE HALF DOLLAR 

273 1838 AU 55 PCGS. Originally toned with a noticeable die crack 
seen across the reverse. Reeded Edge halves are a scarce and all too 
often overlooked type coin.

274 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 64 NGC. Frosty and extremely well 
struck, with golden-gray toning here and there over both sides. This 
appealing Arrows and Rays half would be a welcome addition to 
most any high grade 19th century type set. 

275 1855-0 Arrows MS 64 NGC. A popular coin because of the Arrows 
design motif as well as being a mintmarked issue. This is a particu¬ 
larly choice example that has bright, lustrous surfaces that show just 
a bit of deep peripheral color on the obverse. 

276 1855-0 Arrows MS 65 PCGS. This is a particularly well preserved 
example that boasts light russet toning, increasing toward the rims.

Lightly hairlined with a few tiny con¬ 
tact marks, as you expect from the grade, yet very acceptable to the 
collector looking to obtain this date at today’s affordable levels. 
Deeply toned over the obverse with a much lighter reverse. 

280 1863 PR 64 PCGS. A seldom seen date as a business strike and most 
frequently encountered as a proof. And proofs are not that easy to 
come by either with an original mintage of only 460 pieces. This is 
a deeply reflective coin that has a light overlay of smokey-gray ton¬ 
ing across both sides. A curiously attractive coin that shows only 
minor post-striking impairments. 

281 1874 Arrows PR 63 ANACS. A glassy, fully struck specimen, toned 
deep cobalt-blue colors at the borders. Most affordable quality for 
this elusive proof type. 

282 1877 PR 64 NGC. Deeply toned specimen for the fan of toning. 

283 1880 PR 63 ANACS. Deep, iridescent toning in shades of blue and 
violet surrounds the peripheries. 


Unless otherwise noted, all population figures are from the August ‘97 Pobulation Rebort from PCQS; or the August ‘97 Census Rebort from NQC. 
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284 1880 PR 66 NGC. When angled just so beneath a light, the proof 

mirrors flash strongly beneath the rich golden-rose and gray patina 
that covers each side. An exquisite proof Seated half and essentially 
an unimprovable coin in terms of technical preservation. Population: 
7 in PR 66, 3 finer. 


285 1885 PR 63 PCGS. The silvery-gray surfaces are noticeably hair- 

lined and slightly dull, but unquestionably of proof status. A low 
mintage issue from the 1880s, only 930 proofs were struck of this 
date with a total production of only 6,130 coins.

286 1892 MS 62 NGC. Fully detailed with deep steel-gray and blue- 
green toning. Several mentionable milling marks show on Liberty’s 
cheek and neck that limit the grade. 

Fully struck with thick, frosty brilliance and a 
light overlay of silver-gray patina. A choice, eye appealing example 
of this first year Barber issue. 

288 1892-S XF 40 ANACS. Evenly worn, the subdued deep gray sur¬ 
faces show a few minor contact marks, several being on Liberty’s 
cheek. 

289 1899-0 MS 66 NGC. A scarcer O-mint in the series, this piece 
shows just a touch of the softness typically seen on halves produced 
in this Southern mint.

369 1880/7-CC Reverse of 1878 MS 64 PCGS. The 8/7 overdate variety, 
but most traces of the 7 are effaced. The satiny surfaces are white 
and untoned. 

370 1880-S MS 67 PCGS. A glittering, untoned gem with full brilliance 
that displays partially reflective fields on both sides. In fact, one 
might wonder why this was not called “prooflike.” A superior qual¬ 
ity example. 

371 1880-S MS 67 Prooflike NGC. Frosted devices, with an almost per¬ 
fectly white cheek. A striking piece. 

372 1880/9-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Clear evidence of 
the underdigit shows within the 0 of the date. Bright, lustrous, and 
fully white. 

373 1880/9-S MS 64 PCGS. A creamy-white example of this rather clear 
overdate. Evidence of the 9 shows within the loop of the 0. A couple 
of contact marks on the cheek limit the grade. 


374 1880/9-S MS 65 PCGS. Both sides are covered by bright, untoned 
cartwheel luster. A few obverse contact marks limit the grade. 

375 1880/9-S MS 65 PCGS. A gem quality example of this interesting 
overdate variety. Several different varieties of the 1880/79-CC are 
also collected. Fully white and untoned. 

376 1880/9-S MS 66 PCGS. Exceedingly clean, near mark-free surfaces 
are dripping with white cartwheel luster. The overdate feature is eas¬ 
ily seen within the 0 of the date. Popular issue. 

377 1881-CC MS 65 PCGS. A lustrous, brilliant specimen with some 
tiny luster grazes as are typically seen on Carson City dollars. 

378 1882-CC MS 66 NGC. A fully brilliant and flashy example of this 
popular Carson City issue that borders on prooflike and presents a 
mild cameo appearance that is sure to appeal.

380 1883-S MS 62 NGC. Splotchy violet, russet, and blue toning over 
both sides.

Completely brilliant with dazzling, lustrous 
surfaces. Only a few milling marks in the reverse fields prevent a 
gem grade. 

389 1889-S MS 64 PCGS. Nice creamy luster along with bright, untoned 
surfaces add to the eye appeal of this better date. 

390 1891 -CC MS 64 NGC. Creamy surfaces are almost clean enough for 
full gem status. This popular Carson City issue is fully brilliant but 
for some russet speckles at the peripheries. 

391 1891-0 MS 64 NGC. Light golden toning about the periphery of 
each side. Lustrous and better struck than most ‘91-0 dollars. 

392 1891-S MS 64 NGC. Bright underlying luster, both sides are toned 
in gold and russet, with wisps of blue. The surfaces are quite clean 
for this often baggy Redfield issue. 

393 1891-S MS 65 NGC. Brilliant white, save for a small patch of ton¬ 
ing at about 10 o’clock on the obverse.

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394 1892 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny luster with an untoned appearance. There 
is a bit of softness of strike in the centers. 

395 1893-S XF 40 NGC. An original coin with medium gray surfaces 
throughout. The coin is free from any large or objectionable marks 
and tiny portions of mint luster can still be seen surrounding the 
devices. 

396 1894 XF 40 PCGS. An affordable, lightly worn example of this low 
mintage key. Rich, silver-gray patina overall with darker accents in 
the devices. 

397 1895-0 AU 53 PCGS. A pleasing example of this rare, key date issue 
displaying some light wear and a bright, silver-gray appearance. 

398 1896-0 MS 60 NGC. Untoned with the typical subdued, satiny lus¬ 
ter of this difficult O-mint, but not appearing to have any actual 
wear. 

399 1897-S MS 66 PCGS. Remarkably clean for the issue and present¬ 
ing the frostiest imaginable appearance on the obverse. Blazing 
white and without a hint of toning. Terrific quality for this century- 
old San Francisco dollar. Population: 63 in 66, 11 finer. 

400 1898-S AU 58 PCGS. Well struck and showing only the slightest 
rubbing, both sides exhibit fully brilliant, semi-reflective luster. 

401 (6) 1900 MS 65 PCGS, all six coins are bright, some have light ton¬ 
ing, but all are essentially white. An interesting lot as we approach 
the millennium. (Total: 6 coins) 

402 1901 AU 50 PCGS. Dull gray luster, as usual, both sides are 
untoned. Well struck with a number of noticeable abrasions. 

403 1901 AU 58 PCGS. A clean, mostly lustrous example overlaid in 
subtle shades of gold at the borders. The strike and overall appear¬ 
ance of this key issue are the equal of most lower grade mint state 
examples. 

404 1901-0 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. An eye-appealing Morgan with 
highly reflective fields and a hint of frostiness to the devices. There 
are some inconsequential field marks, but we suspect that one 
reverse scrape between ONE and DOLLAR has kept this beauty 
from gem status. 

405 1902-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Original milky-gray, 
moderately reflective surfaces shade to hints of blue and gold about 
the peripheries. 

406 1903 MS 62 Prooflike PCGS. A no-contrast prooflike that shows a 
number of marks that affect the grade of the coin. Mostly brilliant 
with a slight edging of golden color on each side. 

407 1904 MS 62 PCGS. Light silver-gray toning shows primarily on the 
obverse. Good surfaces and eye appeal for the grade. 

408 1904 MS 64 NGC. A bit softly detailed in the centers, there is a mod¬ 
erate amount of silver-gray, green, and gold patina over each side 
with satiny luster underneath. 

409 1904-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Bright and untoned. Some frosti¬ 
ness is noted in the centers which creates a slight impression of 
cameo contrast. This is a very well struck example, a fact which by 
itself makes this an impressive coin, but when combined with the 
nicely mirrored surfaces, one has a dollar that can’t be beat. 

410 1904-S MS 64 PCGS. A choice example of this rare issue, draped in 
original golden toning. The centers, while not completely struck, 
exhibit better than average sharpness for this difficult S-mint 
Morgan. 

411 1921 MS 66 NGC. While 1921 dollars seem like they are very com¬ 
mon to most people in the coin business, anyone familiar with 
Morgans knows that this is not a date that is seen with any regulari¬ 
ty above MS 65. This is an extraordinary 1921 and should be viewed 
by dollar dealers as well as collectors because it is such an unusual 
looking coin. The surfaces are smooth and undisturbed by the 
numerous tiny abrasions normally seen on this issue. The luster is 
thick and creamy, and both sides are covered with a variegated gray- 
lilac and golden-russet patina. 


CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

412 1895 PR 63 PCGS. As a proof coin, the 1895 is no more elusive 

than other dates in the Morgan dollar series. But all the other dates 
have moderate to giant business strike mintages, while the tiny crop 
of 12,000 business strike 1895 dollars were apparently all melted. 
No Morgan set can be complete without a proof 1895, thus its impor¬ 
tance to collectors. This is a beautiful cameoed example (as it is 
turned under a light source) with an even layer of deep silver-gray 
toning over both sides. Although wispy hairlines are exposed in the 
fields, they hardly detract from the eye appeal of this flashy speci- 


413 1898 PR 60 PCGS. Somewhat dull and noticeably hairlined, an 
affordable example. Only 735 proofs were coined this year. 

414 1902 PR 65 NGC. Both silver and gold proof coins struck after 
1901 were produced with a no-contrast look. This lasted until the 
matte proofing method was introduced in 1908, and it was not until 
the 1930s that the high contrast look returned to some proofs pro¬ 
duced in the U.S. As a result, it is somewhat more difficult for post- 
1900 proofs (such as this coin) to attain high grades because they 
lack, by the method of their manufacture, the cameoed effect of ear¬ 
lier years. So, for post-1900 proofs, they have to “make it” on the 
basis of their technical grade and beauty of toning. This coin cer¬ 
tainly makes the grade with its deeply reflective fields and near flaw¬ 
less surfaces. Both sides are covered with pastel-golden toning that 
is somewhat lighter on the reverse. Very scarce in this grade, only 31 
coins have been so graded by NGC, 17 in higher grades. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


415 1921 AU 55 PCGS. Light wear shows on the highpoints of this one- 
year type Peace dollar. 

416 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Fully lustrous, but a bit soft in the centers. Both 
sides are lightly toned and completely original. This is a lovely 
example of this one-year type, high relief Peace Dollar. 

417 1924-S MS 64 NGC. A scarcer, choice Peace dollar and a mostly 
bright specimen. A few contact marks restrict the grade. 

418 1925 MS 66 PCGS. A near-flawless coin that shows heavy mint frost 
beneath pastel-lemon toning. Peace dollars are much scarcer in MS 
66 than Morgan dollars. 

419 1925-S MS 64 PCGS. White and lustrous, displaying better than 
average sharpness for this often mushy issue. 

420 1926-D MS 64 PCGS. Soft golden toning gently overlays the 
obverse, the reverse is fully brilliant. A borderline gem of this well 
produced Denver issue. 

421 1926-S MS 64 PCGS. A very choice example that exhibits some 
deep charcoal color on the obverse and reverse. This originally toned 
example will please a new owner. 

422 1927 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck and quite lustrous. There are a min¬ 
imum of abrasions and the coin is lightly toned. 

423 1927 MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck with rich golden patina over both 
sides, particularly the obverse, and virtually abrasion-free. A popu¬ 
lar, low-mintage issue. 

424 1927-S MS 64 PCGS. A white, frosty example of this Redfield 
Hoard date with minimal light contact marks and clearly superior for 
the grade. 

425 1928-S MS 63 PCGS. White and frosty with eye appeal to spare, this 
piece is worthy of consideration for a higher grade. 

426 1928-S MS 64 PCGS. Shimmering mint luster and far fewer than the 
expected amount of abrasions on this difficult Peace dollar issue. 

427 1934 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny luster on each side with some golden 
patina on the reverse, only a couple of facial abrasions account for 
the grade.

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1934-D MS 63 PCGS. Bright, coruscant, satiny luster graces both 
sides of this key date Peace dollar.

1935 MS 65 NGC. A lovely example of this scarcer, late-date issue. 
The surfaces are uncommonly clean on both sides and covered with 
soft satiny luster with no color.

Type Two PR 64 Red PCGS, bright 
and flashy, very nearly of gem quality, a few minor carbon flecks are 
noted overall; nickel. Type One PR 64 PCGS, bright and essentially 
untoned with a few carbon flecks; dime, PR 65 PCGS, even, opaque 
milky-gray patina; quarter, PR 66 PCGS, even, opaque milky-gray 
patina overall; and a half-dollar, PR 65 PCGS, fully original and 
nicely matched in appearance with the dime and quarter.

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 


1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 65 NGC. A scintillating 
gold dollar that is quite flashy, even as a gem, and shows lovely 
pinkish-golden color over both sides. 

1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 62 PCGS. Well struck, the 
muted luster, especially on the obverse, limits the grade. 

1904 Lewis and Clark MS 62 PCGS. A lovely example for the grade 
and every bit as nice as an MS 63 which would cost about twice as 
much. 

1904 Lewis and Clark MS 65 NGC. An outstanding example of 
this rare, key date issue. The fields are bright and semi-prooflike 
with precious few discemable marks on either side. 

1905 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and light in color 
with minimal abrasions. A scarce near-gem example of this key 
commemorative issue. 

1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 PCGS. Pleasing, rich 
color. 

1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 65 NGC. Deep, satiny lus¬ 
ter is enhanced with abundant, bright orange-gold patina on both 
sides. 

1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 66 PCGS. Astonishing 
quality and undoubtedly one of the finest Pan-Pac dollars we have 
ever laid our eyes on. The surfaces appear flawless and the mint lus¬ 
ter rolls around the surfaces in a thick reddish-golden sheet.

446 1922 Grant MS 65 NGC. Both sides of this pristine yellow-gold 
specimen display shimmering mint luster and a blush of pale orange 
color on the reverse. 

447 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 62 PCGS. Sharply defined with scattered 
abrasions that prevent a higher grade. There is one mentionable alloy 
spot on the reverse at 2 o’clock. 

448 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. Rich luster, but a few contact 
marks in the fields. 

449 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 NGC. Bright, orange-tinted sur¬ 
faces.

450 1849-0 MS 61 NGC. Fully struck with light yellowish-green color. 

A scarce and popular Type One gold dollar. 

451 1854 Type Two AU 50 PCGS; and an 1855 Type Two AU 50 PCGS, 
both coins are well defined and still partially lustrous. (Total: 2 
coins) 

452 1854 Type Two AU 53 NGC. Showing light signs of wear in the 
fields and on the highpoints of the design, the surfaces are typical for 
the type with faint evidence of die clashing and softness of strike in 
the center of the reverse. Pleasing orange-gold color. The pianchet is 
slightly buckled at the top of the obverse. 

453 1854 Type Two AU 55 NGC. Bright, smooth surfaces display just a 
touch of wear and virtually full luster. 

454 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Very sharply detailed on the obverse 
hair details but correspondingly weak in the center of the reverse. 
Bright and problem-free with only the faintest trace of die clashing 
noted. 

455 (2) 1855 Type Two AU 50 NGC, both coins exhibit a small amount 
of remaining luster and are reasonably well struck. (Total: 2 coins) 

456 1855 Type Two AU 55 PCGS. Softly struck in the centers, light wear 
shows on the highpoints of Liberty’s curls. Clashed dies on the 
reverse. 

457 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Well struck for this conditionally 
scarce design, with near full original mint bloom and only the slight¬ 
est evidence of circulation. 

458 1859-S MS 62 PCGS. A scarce Type Three gold dollar that is every 
bit as difficult as the mintage of 15,000 would suggest in circulated 
grades and in uncirculated condition it is exceedingly rare. Except 
for minor softness on Liberty’s hair curls, this piece is quite well 
struck and displays bright golden luster. Population; 1 in 62, 1 high¬ 
er (9/97). 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

459 1847 AU 55 PCGS. A more difficult P-mint quarter eagle, particu¬ 
larly in AU and better condition. The yellow-gold surfaces retain 
much of their original mint luster and show only minor softness on 
the eagle. A couple of noticeable contact marks are noted on the 
reverse. 

460 1847-0 AU 58 PCGS. From a mintage of 124,000, just a dozen or 
so survive in mint state. This lovely piece presents the most minor 
highpoint friction, so it gives virtually all of the "look” for a much 
more attractive price. 

461 1848-D MS 61 NGC. One of the more commonly encountered 
Dahlonega quarter eagles in circulated grades, but mint state pieces 
are quite scarce. To date (9/97), NGC has graded just three pieces 
MS 61 and two higher, both MS-62. This piece is semi-reflective, 
bright and has green-gold surfaces that display only the nominal 
amount of marks you would expect for the grade. 

462 1852 MS 62 NGC. A scarcer, early date quarter eagle with creamy 
luster and fewer than average marks for the grade. 
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463 1852-0 AU 55 PCGS. While not a key date O-mint issue, the ‘52- 
O is considerably scarcer than its mintage of 140,000 pieces would 
suggest as a substantial percentage of the mintage was apparently 
melted. At the AU grade level, this is a high R.6 issue and is impor¬ 
tant as such. As with most examples of this issue, the central details 
are somewhat weakly defined, most noticeably on the reverse. 
Minimally marked, the surfaces show noticeable remnants of origi¬ 
nal luster surrounding the devices. Trends $1,550 in AU 55. 

464 1857 MS 61 NGC. Excellent mint luster, the striking quality is uni¬ 
formly high lacking only highpoint detail on the eagle’s left leg. 

465 1873 Closed 3 AU 58 NGC. An original coin with a couple of minor 
milling marks above Liberty’s head. Only slightly scarcer in this 
grade than the Open 3. 

466 1877-S AU 58 NGC. After close examination, the buyer will decide 
that this lovely coin probably does show wear on the obverse, rather 
than a hint of softness on the high points. The fields show the usual 
light marks. 

467 1877-S MS 62 PCGS. Moderately available in mint condition, this 
piece is well struck and has bright, lustrous, golden-orange surfaces. 
A much scarcer mint state date in the quarter eagle series. 

468 1879 MS 62 NGC. Razor sharp with a clean, satin-like appearance 
overall. 

469 1890 AU 58 NGC. Boldly detailed surfaces exhibit the normal semi- 
reflective brilliance of this briefly minted (8,720 pieces) issue. High- 
end circulated quality that is a scarcity in mint state. 

470 1905 MS 63 NGC. The surfaces exhibit a bright, satiny sheen and a 
bold strike. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

471 1911 -D Weak D XF 40 PCGS. Honest wear with few contact marks 
from its time in circulation. 

472 1912 MS 65 PCGS. Full, pinpoint striking details throughout with 
smooth, lustrous surfaces that are almost completely undisturbed by 
the too-often seen abrasions. One milling mark is noted above the 
eagle on the reverse. 

473 1925-D MS 63 PCGS. Comparatively clean, satiny surfaces with 
just a touch of light reddish color. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

474 1845-D VF 35 ANACS. The ‘45-D is one of the more commonly 
encountered D-mint fives. In this grade, it represents an excellent 
value for the more budget-minded type collector. Typically struck 
for a Dahlonega five, the eagle’s head and wing are very poorly 
defined. Abnormally bright appearance. 

475 1845-D AU 58 NGC. In Choice AU condition, all mintmarked gold 
from this decade must be considered very rare in the absolute sense. 
This is a well struck and attractive piece that is minimally abraded, 
and shows rich, even, orange-gold color atop original luster in the 
fields. A rarity in this grade and worthy of the finest collection. 

476 1851 AU 55 NGC. A fully lustrous piece with minimal highpoint 
friction, this lovely example is just a whisper away from mint state. 

477 1866-S No Motto XF 40 NGC. A transitional issue that is consid¬ 
ered by some experts (and backed up by population data) to be on 
the same rarity plane as the 1865-S, although it has about a third of 
the mintage, with only 9,000 coins struck. It is also extremely scarce 
above VF, and is more apt to be located as a Good to Fine than as an 
XF. This red-gold example is boldly struck, including the mintmark, 
and lacks any serious marks. 

478 1873 Open 3 MS 61 PCGS. A classic issue, made famous by the 
Open 3/Closed 3 types. The luster on this uncirculated coin has been 
subdued by light toning and lighter still contact marks. 

479 1873 Open 3 MS 61 NGC. A bright and lustrous example of this 
famous variety, with no serious marks or impairments. 


1873-S VF 25 NGC. A very scarce issue that is almost never found 
in high grades, especially above VF. Nice reddish color shows in the 
fields. 

1875-CC VG 8 PCGS. Well worn to be sure, and with some surface 
marks from years in honest circulation, but a desirable date that is 
sure to excite the specialists. 

1875-S XF 40 PCGS. With an original mintage of only 9,000 pieces, 
this date is considered virtually unobtainable in grades above XF, 
with the average being VG to VF. With no mint state pieces known 
and only about a half dozen AUs, this coin is about as nice as they 
come. The fields show many minute marks, but no serious impair¬ 
ments. 

1877-S XF 45 PCGS. Much original luster remains on this better 
date $5. There are some minute field marks and the odd milling 
marks, but this coin presents nicely. 

1879 MS 61 NGC. Lustrous with pinkish-gold highlights about the 
borders. A scarcer P-mint half eagle that hardly ever turns up in 
uncirculated condition. 

1879-S MS 60 NGC. Fully struck with rich golden color on each 
side. Scarce issue in mint state. Population: 18 in 61,23 finer. Trends 
$1,050. 

1883 MS 61 PCGS. This is a coin with a solid strike and warm gold¬ 
en luster, and no serious impairments, but the fields and devices sim¬ 
ply have too many small contact marks to consider a higher grade. 

1887-S MS 63 NGC. A Liberty half eagle that is very common as a 
circulated specimen, but very scarce in higher mint state grades. 
Bright, lustrous appearance. 

1887- S MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck with bright, yellow-golden 
color. 

1888- S AU 58 NGC. Unlike S-mints from the previous three years, 
almost no mint state 1888-S half eagles were saved in mint state. 
This borderline uncirculated piece represents excellent quality for 
this conditionally scarce issue. 

1893 MS 62 PCGS. A perfect type coin that shows muted red patina 
over both sides. Quite lustrous and showing the typical obverse abra¬ 
sions. 

1893-S MS 61 NGC. Rich reddish-gold color. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 


1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Subtle yellow-gold luster and smooth sur¬ 
faces lead one to wonder if a higher grade might be considered. 

1909-D MS 63 PCGS. A clean coin that exudes satiny luster and a 
warm, rose tinting over both sides. A few minor contact marks limit 
the grade. 

1912 MS 62 PCGS. Rich, deep gold color is accented by strong lus¬ 
ter. Great eye appeal for the grade in this popular gold type coin. 

1913-S AU 58 NGC. A fully lustrous example of this scarce San 
Francisco issue that is just a matter of opinion away from mint state. 

1913-S MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and, except for the mintmark, very 
sharp, with few appreciable marks. Most 1913-S half eagles saw 
extensive wear and today even average mint state pieces are very 
scarce. 

1915- S AU 58 NGC. A scarce date Indian five that is just a hair’s 
breadth away from mint state. 

1916- S MS 63 NGC. There is some rich reddish color in the fields 
of this better date five Indian. The obverse surfaces are choice for the 
grade but the reverse shows a few tiny marks. Trends $2,750. 
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CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


499 1850 Large Date XF 40 NGC. The more common of the two vari¬ 
eties, this is an original coin that shows a hint of luster around the 
devices. A plethora of small to medium contact marks have accumu¬ 
lated on each side. 

500 1850 Small Date AU 50 PCGS. About twice as scarce as the Large 
Date variety. 

501 1853 XF 45 NGC. Displays light, even wear across smooth surfaces 
with luster remaining around the date and stars. 

502 1853 AU 58 NGC. Rather bright with just a hint of circulation. 

503 1855 XF 45 NGC. Bright and smooth with generous luster remain¬ 
ing around the devices. 

504 1856-0 XF 45 NGC. With no mint state pieces certified, this pleas¬ 
ing XF is about as nice as you’re going to find. 

505 1868 AU 53 PCGS. A scarce With Motto issue that is apparently 
unknown in strict BU condition as none have yet been certified by 
either of the major services. Take this opportunity to acquire one of 
the finest known examples of this rarity. 

506 1875-CC XF 40 PCGS. An extremely scarce date and seldom 
offered in any grade. Akers reports that almost all known specimens 
grade VF or less, and that few, if any, U.S. gold coins come more 
heavily worn than this date. Bright, yellow-gold surfaces, there is 
some evidence of prooflikeness still remaining in the protected 
areas. A rare opportunity to acquire this important CC eagle in high 
grade. 

507 1884-S MS 60 NGC. A scarce piece in mint state with no example 
graded above MS 62. Satin luster with deep orange-gold color. 

508 1885-S MS 62 PCGS. A very scarce issue overall, and an especially 
significant offering in mint state. The strike is full and the fields are 
quite satiny, giving the coin an eye appeal beyond the stated grade. 

509 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Mostly reddish-gold over both sides and mod¬ 
erately abraded, with an edging of light olive. 

510 1893-S MS 62 NGC. A nicer than average mint state example of this 
issue, displaying lovely mint bloom and only minor abrasions in the 
fields. 

511 1894-0 MS 61 NGC. An attractive semi-prooflike coin that only has 
a few contact marks that prevent a higher grade. Scarce and worth¬ 
while in mint state. 

512 1901 MS 61 ANACS. The obverse die was clogged with grease 
causing poor definition at the border area. Otherwise, quite lustrous. 

513 1903-0 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with rich orange-gold color and 
satiny luster. 

514 1907 MS 64 ANACS. Sharply struck and lustrous with a few minor 
marks and luster grazes on the obverse that prevent a higher grade. 
Final year of issue for the Liberty series. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY EAGLE 


515 1882 PR 64 PCGS. A stunning two-toned proof example of this 

exceptionally rare ten. Only 44 pieces were originally struck and 
probably fewer than 15 survive today in all grades. This piece is tied 
with one other as the finest certified, and really we cannot imagine a 
full-blown gem any nicer in appearance. Very careful examination 
with a magnifier reveals a few stray hairlines in the fields, but the 
only mark of note anywhere on the coin is a small vertical abrasion 
on the chin of Liberty. Deep, deep mirrors in the fields with 
sparkling, matte-like mint frost on the devices—the combination of 
each yielding a stark cameo effect. A premier gold rarity. 


CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 


516 1908-D Motto MS 61 NGC. Satiny and well struck with light chat¬ 
ter in the fields. Nearly on par with the No Motto variety of the same 
date and mintmark in mint state grades, despite a four times greater 
mintage. 

517 1909 AU 58 NGC. Mostly lustrous with light rubbing on the high- 
points. A lesser seen P-mint. 

518 1911-S AU 50 ANACS. With only 51,000 pieces minted, a difficult 
date to acquire in high grades. Trends $600. 

519 1914-S AU 58 NGC. Original and showing just the slightest wear on 
the highpoints. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


520 1870-S AU 53 PCGS; 1873 Open 3 AU 50 PCGS; 1874-S XF 40 
PCGS; 1875-S AU 53 PCGS; and an 1876-S XF 45 NGC. A start on 
an attractive circ set. (Total: 5 coins) 

521 1871-S AU 53 NGC; 1872-S AU 53 PCGS; 1874-S AU 53 PCGS; 
1875-S AU 53 NGC; and an 1876-S AU 53 NGC, all five coins 
exhibit varying amounts of luster and a typical number of marks. 
(Total: 5 coins) 

522 1873 Open 3 MS 61 PCGS. Fully lustrous with even reddish color 
across both sides, the surfaces lack the heavy bagmarks usually 
found on this issue. Well struck.

523 1909-S MS 63 PCGS. Flashy, with bright, yellow-gold surfaces that 
are superior for the grade. 

524 1909-S MS 64 PCGS. An attractive piece with intense mint luster 
and a bold strike. Just a few lightly scattered marks keep this coin 
from the gem category. 

525 1912 MS 62 NGC; and a 1914 MS 62 NGC, both coins exhibit some 
muted luster and a few small marks, normal for an MS 62. (Total: 2 
coins) 

526 1916-S MS 64 NGC. A frosty, satin example of this scarcer issue. 
Only the San Francisco mint struck gold coins in 1916, a fact that 
makes this issue all the more sought after. Superior for the grade, the 
obverse clearly of full gem quality. 

527 1923-D MS 66 NGC. An absolutely lovely Saint, with abundant lus¬ 
ter beaming through a hint of greenish toning in the fields. Held back 
from an even higher grade by some luster grazes on Liberty’s fore¬ 
head and torch. This is a coin for the discerning specialist. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 


528 1921 Alabama MS 65 NGC. Exceptionally clean surfaces with 
excellent luster and an even coating of gray-golden-rose patina. A 
premium example of this scarce, key commemorative issue. 

529 1935-D Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. Naturally and attractively toned 
with minimal abrasions for this normally heavily marked issue. 

530 1935-S Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. Splendid color and sparkling under¬ 
lying mint luster. Scarce so fine. 

531 1936 Arkansas PDS Set NGC. The D-mint is MS 64, the S-mint and 
P-mint are both MS 65s. Handsome russet and steel-blue toning out¬ 
lines all three pieces. (Total: 3 coins) 

532 1937 Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. Light peripheral toning. 

533 1937-S Arkansas MS 64 PCGS. Bright luster dominates this well 
struck example. Some peripheral, golden-ochre color is noted on 
both sides. 
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534 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 65 PCGS. Splashes of apricot-gold color 
across satiny surfaces. 

535 1937 Boone MS 66 NGC. Shimmering silver-gray with a dash of 
orange here and there along the reverse margin. 

536 1937 Boone MS 67 PCGS. An originally toned specimen that is vir¬ 
tually free of any troublesome abrasions. A scarcer issue. 
Population: 26 in 67, none finer. 

537 1925-S California MS 65 NGC. A moderate overlay of gray and blue 
toning can be seen on each side. Excellent underlying luster and 
strong overall eye appeal. 

538 1936-D Cincinnati MS 65 PCGS. The satiny fields display light 
golden-gray toning. Only a few marks can be found on the wide 
expanse of the open fields. 

539 1936-D Cincinnati MS 66 PCGS. The obverse is deeply toned in 
varying shades of gray and deep red, the reverse is essentially bril¬ 
liant. The fields are virtually mark-free. 

540 1936-D Cincinnati MS 66 NGC. Pristine surfaces, overlaid in specks 
of golden toning on the obverse and splashed in deeper colorful 
shades on the reverse. An extremely well preserved example of this 
low-mintage comment. 

541 1936-S Cincinnati MS 65 NGC. Speckled golden-rose and lilac ton¬ 
ing on the obverse with a near brilliant reverse. 

542 1936 Cleveland MS 66 PCGS. Lustrous with a faint ring of periph¬ 
eral color. 

543 1936 Columbia MS 67 NGC. Both sides impart a bright, satiny 
appearance and show the slightest golden tint at the margins. 

544 1936-S Columbia MS 67 NGC. Deep russet toning irregularly 
frames each side. 

545 1936-S Columbia MS 67 NGC. Virtually brilliant with a trace of 
light golden toning beginning to form around the peripheries.

This remarkable coin shows virtually no marks on 
the eagle, very unusual for the issue. 

549 1936 Delaware MS 66 NGC. Attractively and originally toned with 
near-flawless surfaces. 

550 1936 Elgin MS 65 NGC. Lustrous with gray-russet toning. 

551 1936 Gettysburg MS 65 PCGS. Russet peripheral toning with strong 
underlying luster. 

552 1922 Grant MS 64 NGC. Well struck for the issue, fully brilliant and 
clearly superior for the assigned grade. 

553 1922 Grant MS 65 NGC. Deep lavender and sea-green highlights 
over both sides. 

554 1922 Grant with Star MS 65 NGC. Very uncommon in higher 
grades. Subtle light gray patina has formed on both sides which adds 
to the appeal of this unusually sharp, problem-free coin. 

555 1935 Hudson MS 65 NGC. Splendid semi-reflective luster is 
enhanced by blushes of golden-orange patina. 


1935 Hudson MS 65 NGC. An elusive, low-mintage commemora¬ 
tive issue with a relatively low percentage surviving in MS 65 and 
higher grades. This lovely specimen has thickly lustrous surfaces 
that display an untoned appearance. The central design motifs are 
free from the usual heavy and numerous abrasions this issue is so 
well known for. 

1946 Iowa MS 67 PCGS. Impeccably preserved with delicious gold¬ 
en-orange patina draped across the obverse. 

1918 Lincoln MS 65 PCGS. Bright and mostly brilliant with just a 
few light speckles of original packaging toning on this stunning 
gem. 

1918 Lincoln MS 66 PCGS. Quite frosty and vibrant, with only a 
few scattered flecks of toning on the obverse. 

1918 Lincoln MS 66 NGC. Another high quality Lincoln, this with 
smudgy patina to the right of the portrait and shimmering luster. 

1936 Long Island MS 65 NGC. A toned gem, with speckled irides¬ 
cent colors evenly covering both sides. The dominant color on the 
obverse is a light golden-green, while the reverse tends toward gray- 
blue. 

1921 Missouri MS 64 PCGS. One of the keys to the commemorative 
series, this early commemorative is difficult in all grades. 
Abbreviated mint luster is overlaid with a light layer of gray and 
golden patina. 

1921 Missouri 2X4 MS 65 PCGS. A well struck example with a 
partial wire edge. Natural toning has formed that displays light 
shades of dove-gray overall. A gem specimen of this popular variety. 
Scarce in this grade and very difficult to find better. 

1938 New Rochelle MS 66 NGC. Milky lilac-gray patina through 
the centers, giving way to deeper copper-gold and rose iridescence 
at the borders. 

1938 New Rochelle MS 66 NGC. A soft-gray specimen with excep¬ 
tionally clean surfaces. A lovely, frosty specimen. 

1936 Norfolk MS 65 NGC. Bright, satiny mint luster with near flaw¬ 
less surfaces. 

1926 Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Well defined, as usual, with a light coat¬ 
ing of silver-gray patina over each side. 

1926-S Oregon MS 67 NGC. Typically vibrant luster with an almost 
total absence of marks and delicious golden toning framing each 
side. 

1928 Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Deemed commemorative design’s artis¬ 
tic masterpiece, this issue set the standard against which subsequent 
efforts were judged. Fully brilliant and superior for the grade. 

1936- S Oregon MS 67 NGC. An almost flawless, satiny example, 
tinted a natural silver-gray with hints of green-gold. 

1937- D Oregon MS 66 NGC. Silver-gray with an edging of russet 
toning about both sides. 

1939-S Oregon MS 66 PCGS. Bright, satiny luster with golden 
accents in the more protected areas. 

1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 63 NGC. Light silver-gray patina over¬ 
lays the muted surfaces. Still, a clean, mark-free coin. 

1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 65 NGC. An exceptional coin that 
appears completely original with bright satiny luster underlying the 
streaks of golden-red and sea-green patina on the obverse. The 
reverse is deeper in tone and more evenly patinated. A veiy elusive 
and highly sought after commemorative that is especially difficult in 
gem condition. 

1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 65 NGC. Pale violet toning in the cen¬ 
ters gives way to richer peacock-blue iridescence about the periph¬ 
eries. 
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598 1936 Wisconsin MS 66 NGC. Often seen with either brilliant or 

lightly toned surfaces, we do not recall too many Wisconsins that 
have the depth or intensity of color as this coin. Toned mostly in 
deep shades of blue and charcoal on the obverse, the reverse is gold¬ 
en-russet at the border. No apparent or mentionable abrasions on 
either side. 


1920 Pilgrim MS 64 NGC, light silver-gray patina covers each side; 
and a 1921 Pilgrim MS 64 NGC, full bright luster shows overall, but 
a mark is noted from the Pilgrim’s mouth to the left border. (Total: 2 
coins) 

1921 Pilgrim MS 66 NGC. Exceedingly lustrous and framed on 
either side in russet, blue, and golden-violet toning. 

1936-D Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. Both sides of this shimmering, 
unmarked example are tinted a natural gray with occasional specks 
of deeper toning about the peripheries. 

1936-S Rhode Island MS 66 NGC. A shimmering gem, partially 
framed in golden pastel toning. 

1936 Rhode Island PDS Set MS 65 NGC. A perfectly matched gem 
trio toned in lovely gray and golden shades. (Total: 3 coins) 

1937 Roanoke MS 65 PCGS. Fully brilliant and flashy, with no note¬ 
worthy scuffs or contact marks visible to the naked eye, this flashy 
piece is superior for the grade. 

1937 Roanoke MS 66 NGC. Milky golden toning smothers both 
obverse and reverse, being somewhat deeper at the margins. 

1936 Robinson MS 66 NGC. A scarce commem to locate in high 
grades. This specimen displays a beautiful plethora of colors on the 
obverse in the shape of the original holder of issue; the reverse is an 
even silver-gray. The surfaces are virtually mark-free. 

1935-S San Diego MS 66 NGC. Strictly original and quite nice for 
the issue, with mottled russet and green-gold toning about the outer 
portions. 

1934 Texas MS 65 PCGS. An original, gem quality example of this 
first year Texas half dollar, displaying creamy luster and a moderate 
overlay of toning on each side. 

1936 Texas MS 67 NGC. Flashy brilliance with just the faintest hint 
of color at the margin. 

1938-D Texas MS 64 NGC. A pleasing, untoned example of this 
scarce Texas issue. Mintage: 3,775 pieces. 

1938-D Texas MS 67 NGC. Frosty and choice, with excellent sur¬ 
faces that have little or no toning. Boldly impressed and a final year 
issue that is rarely seen in this lofty condition. 

1938 Texas PDS Set MS 66 PCGS. A well balanced set that is orig¬ 
inally toned throughout. The scarcest of the Texas issues. (Total: 3 
coins) 

1925 Vancouver MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned and a high grade 
example of this issue. Lustrous and well balanced for the grade. 

1927 Vermont MS 66 NGC. Stunning golden-orange toning on the 
obverse that lightens several shades on the reverse. 

1946 Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. Vibrant luster shines 
through deep iridescent toning. 

1946 Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. Pale iridescent golden 
toning. 

1946-D Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. Nearly brilliant with 
good luster. 

1946-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. The obverse is lightly 
toned in a pale, iridescent green color. Quite attractive. 

I950-D Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. Pristine, satiny surfaces 
layered in soft golden and dove-gray hues. 

1950-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. Nearly brilliant with 
bright, intensely lustrous fields. 


CERTIFIED CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 


599 1873 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-727, R.6, MS 63 PCGS. 
Broad head struck by Frontier & Bellemere, reverse without berries 
in wreath, but with a fine horizontal die crack not shown in Breen- 
Gillio. This is a boldly struck, coppery toned example. 

600 1874 Indian Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-799Q, R.7, MS 65 PCGS. A 
gem example of California gold, featuring an Indian head so large 
that the stars had to be jammed in wherever space was available. 
Sharply detailed with prooflike fields. 

601 1865 Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-803, R.6, MS 63 PCGS. The 
obverse has radiating reflectivity in the fields, but both the bridge of 
the nose and parts of the diadem are lost to excessive polishing. 
Some lines in the fields in front of the nose are noted. The reverse 
seems to have been struck solidly, but the date is weak and much of 
DOLLAR missing; the look suggests amateurish die cutting. 
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
